Oratmuct as agreat part of our monepes of Gold ot our Reaime of England and ſuch 
gold of faꝛraine countreps, which now are currant within our ſaid Realme, are by the ſt 
niſter and vnlawtul dealings of wicked perlong, not only caried out of our Realme to toꝛ 
| raine countreys , and there by diuers meanes dininithcd of their value, and from thence 
returned hicher and paied in lie w ol lekull coyne to: tue commodities of our countrepes, 
- and tome other of them embaſed by clipping, ſowthering, and other vaiawcull practiſes 
Mot their dueipnes , fo that both the one ſoꝛt and the other by the meanes aforcfapde? 
nia NS are bꝛought much inferiour to their firſt true value and goodneſſe: And belide that, 
FH, N Y Ws many kalſe peece5v2 counterkeited in foꝛraine partes of the ſaide copnes, whereby great 
and inkolderabte loſſe and diminution of the riches ok our Ne alme doeth dayly grow and encreale. wherefoꝛe Wee min⸗ 
ding (as neceſſitie requireth) the ſpeedie remedie ofthe pꝛemilleg, doe ſtraightly koꝛbid. charge and commaund, that no 
maner of perſon oꝛ perſons within this our Realue of England, from and after the proclamation hereof, in any Coun⸗ 
tie ot our realme,do take 02 receyue, oꝛ deliuer in payment, any falle counterfeit peeces of any copne ol gold currant with⸗ 
in our lade Nealme oꝛ any peece of the lame cone being ſowthered, oꝛ other wile vn{awſulipembaſed, o: lacking of the 
07 weight thereof,oucr the remedies and abatements Hereafier ſeuerally expꝛeſſed, and tobe allowed in that behalle. 
And ik any ſuch peece ol coine, lacking ot his true weight aboue the remedie and abatements hereafter expzcſſed, then. if 
ſuch countericite peeces. as is afozeſayde. 02 any peece ot coyne ot golde ſowthered oꝛ vnlawlully embaſed hall be offered 
in payment: wt will, that it wall be lawful to all and cuery perſon and perſons, to whom iuch offer ol payment ſhall be 
made, not onely to retuſe to take the ſame in payment, but alſo to ſtrine a hole at his pleafure in euery of the fapde peeces 
ſo offered in payment, which all be ſowthered oꝛ vnlawfully embaſed, oꝛ which ſhall lacke of his uit weight aboue the 
remedies here atter following and to cut euerp of the ſayde counterkeites into peeces, rendꝛing thoſe ſo fricken through, 
and the peeces okthe other ſo cut in ſunder then preſentiy afterwards to the owners tuereokagaine. And it any contro⸗ 
ucrite ſhal happen to ariſe betwirt the parties, oꝛ np oftheirfriends oz fartourers then pꝛelent, in oꝛ about ſuch ſtriting 
th:ough, oꝛ cutting in peeces of any ol the pꝛemilles: That then koꝛth with hee that thall offer guy of the ſaide vniefult 
and foꝛbioden monepes in va yinent. and he that chall receyuethe ſame, ſhall peaceably repapꝛe together to our next Ju⸗ 
lice of peace, Mapoꝛ, Bailiffe, oꝛ other chiele officer of that place, who then without delay, taking one other adliſtant of 
knowledge vnto him , hall iudge of the moneys in controuerſte, and tall allow of thoſe that are allowable foz currant 
by theſe pꝛeſents, and of the contrarie Hail pꝛeſentix ere cute that which is here aboue appointed, 

And becauſe all ourloningſubicctes in al partes of this our Reaime, may haue good and ful ballances and 1 zeighyts, 
fo? the true weighing of all the ſaide coynes of golde, and true and vpught graines and halſe graines fo: the remedieg 
and abatements atoꝛeſaide ne haue commaunsed the warden or our mynt within our Tower of London nowe be⸗ 
ing, Whole office it is to pe pare and make readie a ſufficient number of vpꝛight ballances and true weightes,afwell of 


enery (eUerall pecce of goide lawfully currant in our ſaid Ueaime ok England. as ol tt fare remedies and abatements. 
do be ſlricken with an crowned. to be readic to deliuer at reaſonable pꝛices, to be rated bi our Crtatoꝛer of England, 
to all ſuch our ſubꝛectes as hall haue need of the ſame, And our will and pleaſure ig, that the chice officers in al our 
Cities, Boꝛoughes and Townes coꝛpoꝛate of this our Nealme of England, and our Pꝛincipalitie ot males, hall befoꝛe 
che thirtie dapol Nouembernert comming, pꝛouide to haue one papꝛe ofthe ſaid ballances and weighteg ſufficient, at 
the hands of our ſaide warden, marked as afazeſard, within euery ſuch Citie, Bo:ough and towne cozpozate, well and 
ſalely to be kept foꝛ equall iudgement betwirt our ſubiecteg and all others, as any occaſton ſhalbe. And we ſtreightiy 
220hibite and fozbidde by theſe pꝛelents to all our ſubtectes and others whatſocuer within this our Realme of Eng⸗ 
land oꝛ Pꝛincipalitie of ales, to haue 92 vſe any other weightes. ol oꝛ fox the ſatd coynes of golde and remedies thereof, 
then onely ſuch as {ali be made, and ſiſed by our ſaide Warden. oꝛ Hig deputie o; deputieg oꝛ ſuch other as ſhali ſucceed? 
in his ſatde office, the pꝛice thercofto be reaſonably rated by our Treaſozerof England, vyon paine to ſuffer fo: euery 
ſuch offence, fire monethes impꝛiſonment, without bayle oꝛ mainepꝛize. And by theſe pꝛeſenteg, we give full power, au⸗ 
choꝛitie, and expꝛeſſe commaundement to all and ſingular our Juſtices, Mapoꝛs, Sherifles, Bapliffes, Juſtices of 
peace, Ste wards in Courts and Leetes, Conſtab es, Headbeꝛoughes, and other our chief Officers, and miniſters ol Ju⸗ 
ſtice whatloeuer, tyat they diligentiy attend to the execution of this our pꝛeſent Pꝛoclamation, and te the ſeuerall pu⸗ 
nichment ol all the offenders to the contrarie, as they tender our good pleaſure and the wealth and benefite of vs. and 
dur whole Realme. Giuen at our Mannoꝛ of Richmond, che er of Ortober, in the nine and twentieih xcere of 
zur reigne.
